10. Begin the names of the days of the week and months of 
the year with a capital; as: Monday,, July. Do not capitalize 
the names of the seasons ;"«8: spring, summer, autumn, winter, 

11. The pronoun land interjection O should always be writ- 
ten witl^ a capital. 

\%. Capitals are sometimes used at the beginning of an em- 
phatic word instead of putting the entire word in capitals. 

Although not strictly correct, business men usually begin with 
capitals the names of articles of merchandise; as: Beef, Pork, 
Flour, Lard, Butter, etc., when making bills of them or referring 
to them in correspondence. 
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RULES FOR PUNCTUATION. 



1. The Pebiod (. ) is placed at the end of every sentence which 
is not interrogative or exclamatory. It is also xised after abbre- 
viations; as: Hon. S. A. Douglas, M. C. 

2. The Colon (:)• is now seldom used. Its principal use is 
when the writer is about to particularize or explain, and is 
placed after the expression, as follows: viz: or something similar 
in meaning; as: We desire to hear from you on the following 
points: 

3. The Semi-golon (;) is placed between members of a sen- 
tence which are independent in meaning and yet stand con- 
nected; as: Not that I shall be absent; but I cannot give my 
attention to the business, 

4. The Comma (,) is used to separate words, phrases, senten- 
ces, and clauses, which st^nd closely connected, and are in the 
same relation, 

5. The Interrogation Point {? ) is placed after every direct 
question; as: He said, ** Will you venture?** (Direct.) He asked 
me if I would venture, (Indirect. ) 

6. The Exclamation Point (I) stands after expressions of 
passion or emotion. 

7. The Apostrophe (') denotes the omission of a letter or fig- 
ure, and also the possessive case; as: e'er for ever, John's book. 

8. Quotation Marks (* ' " ) are used to enclose a passage taken 
from another. Single quotation points are used when a quota- 
tion stands within a quotation. 

9. The Hyphen (-) is placed between the parts of a compound 
word and at the end of the line where a part of the word is car- 
ried over to the following line. The syllable should never be 
divided. 

10. The Parenthesis ( ) is used to inclose words not essential 
to the sense of the sentence. 

11. The Paragraph (If) is one or more sentences fully ex- 
plaining one division of the subject. 

12. The Caret (a) is used to denote the omission of some 
word which is inserted above.

RULES FOR SPELLING. 

The orthography of the English language is so irregular that 
but few rules can be laid down that are sufficiently general to 
be of value to the student. Perhaps none can be cited which 
will not have exceptions. Too much dependence should not 
therefore be placed on rules, but on the other hand we should 
not ignore such a valuable guide, as for instance, the rule for 
the formation of the past tense of verbs, because there are irreg- 
ular verbs. 

We have arranged below a list of rules which are of such uni- 
versal application that they will be found exceedingly helpful 
to those who familiarize themselves with them. 

I. Final ful is always f-u-l and fully f-u-1-l-y. 

II. £i follows c soft and ie follows other consonants; as: 
deceive, receive; believe, reprieve. 

III. Words ending in e generally omit it when taking an addi- 
tional syllable beginning with a vowel and retain it when the 
additional syllable begins with a consonant; as: invade, invad- 
ing; pale, paleness. The common exceptions to this rule are: 
judgment, acknowledgment, abridgment, argument and duly. 

IV. In case final e is preceded by c or g it is retained upon 
adding able or ous; as: peace, peaceable; charge, chargeable, 
courage, courageous. If it is preceded by o or e it is retained 
before ing; as: shoe, shoeing. 

V. Monosyllables and words accented on the last syllable 
when they end in a consonant preceded by a single vowel double 
the final consonant on taking a suffix beginning with a vowel; 
as: begin, beginning; tan, tanned. 

VI. The possessive singular is generally formed by adding 's 
to the nominative singular form and the possessive plural by 
simply adding the ' to the nominative plural; as: girl, girPs, 
girls'. In case the nominative plural is not formed regularly i e. 
by adding s to the singular, then the possessive plural is formed 
the same as the possessive singular by adding 's to the nomina- 
tive plural; as: child, child's, children, children's. 

VII. Words ending in y preceded by a vowel form their plu- 
rals by adding s, but if preceded by a consonant change y to i 
and add es; as: valley, valleys; lady, ladies.
